Auckland "Lonely- hut Lively. 


Auckland, which was called "Last, 


loneliest, toveHeet," by Kipling, may 
still seem lonely to those who never 
vhdt It; bnt with Its TW.OQO Inhabi- 
tants and all the trappings of a mod- 
em American-1 or English city It has 
Interests and activities of Its own 
which make the average Aucklander 
give scant thought to his geographic 
Isoletlon. 


There are other factors that work 


to banish thoughts, of loneliness from 
the minds of Aucklanders. The port 
has become the busy center of trade 
with the South sea Islands; and the 
ships of some of the chief Pacific 
steamer lines from San Frandsco and 
Vancouver put In at Auckland on their, 
voyages to and from Sydney. As a re- 
sult of thl* service Auckland theater* 
and concert halls are supplied with 
the theatrical talent and musical ar- 
tists who are Interesting the rest of 
the world. 


Auckland gives another example of 


the lavish way In which nature haa 
dealt out wonderful harbors to Aus-* 
tralasla. The main Auckland harbor, 
opening to the east—WalteVnata har- 
bor—furnishes about six square- miles 
of deepTland-tocked water; and this 
opens upon Hrorakl gulf with an ana 
of hundreds of square miles. A shly 
must steam 80 or 40 miles north from 
Auckland before It meets the swell sf 
the Padflc. 


In addition Auckland has a hack- j 


door harbor In reserve. The dty la 
bout on a hilly Isthmus only six mOss ' 
wide, with Its main harbor on th* ' 
east^and an almost equally coatmodl- j 
ous protected body of water. Mannkan 
harbor, on the west. The site of the j 
dty Is the narrowest point of Worth 
island, one of the two large land 
masses of New Zealand; bnt t* trans- 
fer ships from one harbor tc the other 
—six miles apart—woulu c*ct8*ltat* 
.a trip of more than 400 miles. At 
present Auckland's back-door barber 
Is used only for coasting steamer* 
along the western side of the Island.
